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PERFORMANCE OP CHORAL MUSIC AT 
WINDSOR CASTLE. 

A performance of choral music was given on the 
evening of New Year's Day, in St. George's Hall, by 
an orchestra of nearly one hundred and forty per- 
formers. 

The first part consisted of Beethoven's Cantata, en- 
titled The Praise of Music, arranged for English words. 
The second part devoted to Mendelssohn's Walpurgis 
Night. The solo vocalists were Madame Clara Novello, 
Mrs. Weiss, Mr. Sims Reeves, and Mr. Weiss. 

The band comprised Her Majesty's private band, 
headed by M. Sainton, and reinforced by a selection 
from the principal performers of the Philharmonic 
Societies and the Royal Italian Opera. 

The chorus, seventy-five in number, were selected 
from the Royal Italian Opera and the amateurs of the 
Sacred Harmonic Society. The performance was 
conducted by Mr. Anderson, the director of Her 
Majesty's private band ; and Mr. W. G. Cusins, 
organist of Her Majesty's private chapel, presided 
at the organ. 

The Queen and Prince Albert, accompanied by their 
Royal Highnesses the Duchess of Kent and the Duchess 
of Cambridge, the Princess Mary, and the five eldest 
royal children, the dinner-circle, the evening company, 
and the ladies and gentlemen in waiting, entered the 
Hall about ten o'clock, when the performance com- 
menced.

Naples. — It is said that a Singing School is to be in- 
troduced into the armies of the Two Sicilies. Thirty men 
from every regiment are to be instructed in choral singing. 

Lx nn Musical Union. — The programmes of this society 
are remarkable for the care and taste evinced in the choice 
of the music. We may instance their concert of the 
26th of December, when The Harmony of the Spheres 
(Romberg), and" SplendenteTe Deus" (Mozart), occupied 
the first part s followed by a miscellaneous selection of 
instrumental and vocal music, including compositions by 
Haydn, Horsley, Wilbye, De Beriot, Osborne, Reddie, 
Bishop, Mendelssohn, Cimarosa, Stevenson, Attwood, and 
Purcell. 

Landraee, (Cornwall.) — The Choral Society esta- 
blished here seven months since, under the superintendence 
of Mr. Wylie, gave their first public concert on the 29th of 
December; which afforded great satisfaction to about two 
hundred of the principal inhabitants. 

Greenwich. — The great success of Mr. Morley's former 
concert, induced him to re-engage Madame Clara Novello 
on the 4th of January, when (says the Kentish and Surrey 
Advertiser), " one of the most fashionable and crowded 
audiences that ever assembled within the walls of the 
Lecture-hall were brought together." The profits were to 
be in aid of the Patriotic Fund. 

Glasgow Musical Association. — This flourishing 
society gave their sixth annual Morning Performance of 
Sacred Music on the 1st instant. Principal vocalists, Miss 
Birch, Miss Lascelles, Mr. Alfred Pierre, and Mr. Frank 
H. Bodda. The programme consisted of the first part oi 
Handel's oratorio, Messiah, and a few choice miscellaneous 
pieces. The solos were given with great taste, and the 
choruses rendered with a correctness and expression which 
displayed the great care and judicious training of the con- 
ductor, Mr. Seligmann. The audience was, as usual, 
fashionable and numerous. 

Sacred Harmonic Society. — The first performance, 
this year, was Mendelssohn's Elijah, on the 6th. The 
principal vocalists were Madame Clara Novello, Miss 
Dolby, Miss Bassano, Mr. Sims Reeves, and Mr. Weiss. 
The hall was crowded in every part. 

Philharmonic Society. — In the interests of music, it 
is with very great regret we hear that Mr. Costa has re- 
signed the conductorship of these concerts. 

Beaumont Institution. — The second concert of the 
season of the above institution took place on Wednesday 
evening last, and a more delightful concert has seldom 
been held, even in the Hanovor-square Rooms. The 
principal attractions were Madame Clara Novello, Miss 
Messent, with her promising pupil Mdlle. Julie Mouat, 
Mr. Montem Smith, Mr. Bolton, Mr. Farquh arson, and 
Mr. Sims Reeves, with Mr. Frank Mori as conductor. 
Madame Clara Novello was as effective as ever in Verdi's 
air from Ernani ; as she was also in the duet from Rigoletto 
with Mr. Sims Reeves. Miss Messent sang very sweetly 
the ballad from Maritana. " Scenes that are brightest," and 
was encored in " The march of the Cameron men." Mr. 
Sims Reeves gave " Fra poco" in a glorious manner, and 
created an uproar of applause in Mr. Frank Mori's new 
patriotic song, " Strew roses." Mdlle. Julie Mouat sang 
" Vanne disse," from Roberto II Diavolo, and " Des 
strauschen," both of which were much applauded. 
Messrs. M. Smith, Bolton, and Farquharson, each gave 
general satisfaction in the pieces allotted to them. A ter- 
zetto by Rooke, " Dare the foe invade our land," the 
quartetto from Don Pasquale, " E rimasti," were well sung 
and very effective under the able conducting of Mr. Frank 
Mori. The room was inconveniently crowded. — Musical 
World. 
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Rochester.— The first of Mr. Hopkins's series of sub- 
scription concerts took place on the 28th December, with 
decided success. 

Lectures on the Pianoforte seem to be becoming 
fashionable. Mr. Charles Salaman has been- lecturing at 
the Marylebone Institution ; and Mr. Forbes is announced, 
on the same subject, at Pimlico.

— Handel's Messiah was given, for the first 
time here, at the concert of Mr. Ryalls, on the 28th 
December. 

Egham. — The Windsor Express has a long notice of the 
pleasant evening spent with the Egham Music Class, on 
its second open practice night, January 2nd. The 
progress resulting from one year's instruction under Mr. 
Samuel Smith, the resident organist, appears to be highly 
satisfactory. 

The Congregational Psalmody Society held their 
third annual social Tea-meeting, at Soho Chapel, Oxford- 
street, on the 2nd of January. 

New Philharmonic Society. — The concerts, this year, 
will be held at Exeter Hall ; conductors, Mr. Hector 
Berlioz and Dr. Wylde. 

Royal Society op Musicians. — Mr. Blackburn, thirty 
years organist of Clapham Church, died late in December, 
leaving by will £156 to this excellent charity. Mr. George 
Flower, the contrabassist, has been elected by a large 
majority to succeed the late much-respected collector, Mr. 
John Watts, in that office. 

York. — The Choral Society here gave the Messiah to a 
crowded audience on the 27th of December, in the Festival 
Concert Room. The principal vocal performers were 
Miss Milner, Messrs. Wilson and Lambert.
